MARINES AND BAILORS ALD,

The neryice, which wae to start at 2:45,
wan unavoldably on hour late in begin-
ning. Following the adminklon of tha
Btongmen to the Navy Yard, the great
erowds which had lined the wides of the
pireets nugmented the already unprece-
dented attendance at the lsinnd. Marines
and sallors were statloned about the yard
and marshaled the crowds with courteous
sMelency, The Iarge plateau before the
taarine barracks was used as the stage for
the service. In the ¢centre wns the speakers’
stand and back of It, facing the barracks,
wis o quadrangle roped off., which was

rded by the Knights of Malta and mem-
bera In uniform of the P. O. 8. of A.

When Doctor Stone appeaxed with ¢ H,
Dickenn, Protestant chapinin of the Navy
Yurd, a lowd cheer want up from thousands
of throats, Doctor Stone explained [n a
few wordns the order of the services, and
told the nssemhblagy of the Stonemen’s In-
tention td™erect a Protestant chapel in the
Navy Yard, which would be open to all
denominations.

A hymn was then sung by the mighty
throng, which was led from the stand by
Poctor Stone. Following It was another,
#Onward, Christlan Soldlers,” which ecame
up from the concourse in A mighly chorus
The third verse, commencing “Like n mighty

L. army. rang out from every throat and
drowned the muslc of the band. The Invo-
eation was read by Chaplain Dickens, who
prayed that time would bronk down the
barriers so that no dogmatie line would
part man from man; and pald tribute to
the departed members for whom the serv-
fces were held. He closed with the Lord's
Prayer and the Apostles’ Creed, the whole

swere then read. The talk and hubub set-
tled down to sllence as the firlng squad
faced about and fired three volleys. Then
o bugler blew a 1| ng measured tap and
the last note died away Into a silence that
wits maintalned for_ one minute

The benediction waa pronounced and the
great crowds gave way, They swayed back
and forth until the outer lines fell into a
ehannel whioh was untll after 6 o'clock in
clearing the gntes. A flornl boat about aix
feet long was launched on thé watera as a
memorial to one of the membera who had
been drowned.

At the entrance the attendance was put
as high as 200,000, The ttolley starters said
it was the largest crowd they had ever
handled and estimated the crowds at 150,-
000. Cars were run by the transit coms-
pany on a half-minute schedule, until & vir-
tunl moving belt ‘of cars operated from the
centre of the city to the Navy Yard, A
downpour of raln caught o few stragelers
who stlll remnined at the gates awalting
the cara.
